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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . Claims 1-5 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claim 1 recites a central unit, upon detecting failure of a passing headlight in a 
deflected position, causes the faulty passing headlight to be extinguished and at least 
one of the auxiliary headlights to be lit, whereby the auxiliary headlight compensates for 
the extinction of the faulty passing headlight by producing a compensating light beam 
which conforms the passing light beam maximum permitted regulation photometric 
values above the horizontal longitudinal plane, which are not disclosed or suggested by 
the prior of record. 

Claims 2-5 are dependent on claim 1 . 

Hayami [US 6,761,473 B2] discloses a vehicle lighting apparatus having a 
deflection angle controlling means for controlling the change of a deflection angle of a 
lamp. When the deflection angle of the lamp cannot be detected in an adaptive front 
lighting system, the deflection angle of the lamp is fixed to a reference position obtained 
by rotating a motor for deflecting the lamp in one direction to the locked state, and from 
this locked state, rotating by the given amount in the reverse direction. 

Hayami et al. [US 6,623,147 B2] discloses a vehicle lighting apparatus having an 
abnormality detecting means for detecting abnormality in the front lighting system. 
When the vehicle lighting apparatus lapsed into malfunction, a means for adjusting 
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optical axis of the lamp tilts the optical axis of the lamp in the deflected state downward 
in the vertical direction to prevent dazzling oncoming cars.
